Health Dept. cuts 


to hit 


BY DIANNE MURRAY 


Cuts in services or personnel at District 
Heaith Department No. 3 are inevitable, 
Department Administrator Geraid Chase 
said. 

Chase stated that a deficit of between 
$20,000 and $30,000 in this year’s budget 
is largely due to lack of support from the 
eounties it serves. Collectively, the four 
counties served by the health depart- 
ment—Charlevoix, Emmet, Antrim and 
Otsego—did not contribute enough 
money to fund the 1980 budget, Chase 
said. 

The four-page list of services provided 
falls under four main categories: envir- 
onmental health programs, personal 
health care, substance abuse services 
and health education programs. 

Most of the services provided under 
personal health care are done in the 
home, Chase said. A health department 
nurse goes into a patient’s home and 
gives persona} therapy. 

Another program offered, such as 
family planning, is scheduled at the East 
Jordan Health Center. The classes are 
scheduled based on appointments, a 
receptionist at the health department 
said, and after some people have called 
in, a class is scheduled. Chase said 
approximately 900 people a year take a 
family. planning course. 

Between 5,000 and 10,000 immuniza- 
tions are given each year, Chase said. 
The East Jordan Health Center, the 
Presbyterian Church in Boyne City and 
the District Health Department office in 
Charlevoix schedule immunization 
programs once a month. 

Substance abuse services—individual, 
and group drug or alcohol counseling, 
and court referral services such as drug 
awareness or personal insight classes— 
are available in Charlevoix County at the 
health department office during normal 
office hours. 

WIC (Women, Infant and Children) is a 
supplemental nutrition program offered 
in each county. In Charlevoix County it is 
offered at the East Jordan Family Health 
Clinic. In this program mothers learn how 
to provide good nutritional meals for their 
family and find out if they are eligible for 
coupons redeemable for nutritional foods, 
Chase said. 

Roughly 1,100 people 
programs, he said. 

Special services for senior citizens such 
as health screening or high blood 
pressure monitoring are done at the three 
senior citizen centers in the county. 
Senior citizen centers are located in East 
Jordan, Boyne City and in the city of 
Charlevoix, 

According to Marv Loding, Charlevoix 
County Commissioner and also a member 
of the Board of Health, 
provided by the District Health Depart- 
ment are *'good and essential."

Official quits

EAST JORDAN 
Family Health Center may be expanding 
this summer to make room for its second 
doctor, although one board member has 
resigned in protest of the expansion. 

The health center board of directors 
has decided to apply for a $135,000 low 
interest government loan to finance the 
project. 

Health Center Administrator Neal 
Colburn said the addition would include 
six rooms connected to the east side of 
the building. 

The addition would include both 
medical offices and examining rooms. 

Only one center board member, Karen 
Bennett, opposed the idea of the expan- 
sion. Bennett, in fact, resigned from the 
board at its February meeting in protest 
of the expansion project. 

“| don't want to harm the health 
center,’ she said. ‘‘But I felt the goal of 
the health center was to become self- 
sustaining. If we keep taking govern- 
ment assistance we will never be able to 
(become self-sustaining)."' 

“We've got a nice little health center 
here. Let's not turn it into a Burns 
Clinic,"’ Bennett said. ‘We'll lose our 
identity and our tocal control."" 

The center has received nearly 
$500,000 in federal funds in its first three 
yeats of operation. The building, worth 
about $150,000, was paid for by local 
contributions and loans, but most of the 
staff and equipment has been funded by 
the government. 


Originally, the center reteived federal 


‘money as start-up costs for its first three

years, a period which will end this year. 
But Bennett is afraid that acceptance of 
federal loans and federally paid health 
corps doctors will ‘‘commit us to a 
long-term government obligation." 

‘It looks to me like they (other board 
members and center officials) want a 
permanently government subsidized 
health center. The government tells us 
what positions we have to have and how 
much we have to pay them."' 

Colburn, the center administrator, said 
that the expansion project is not a new 
idea. ‘‘It was in the origina! plans that 
were drawn up in 1977,"" he said. 


The plans were scaled down to 
correspond to the amount of money 
available at the time, Colburn explained. 
There was also a need ‘‘to get something 


built as soon as possible’’ in order to 
recruit a doctor, he said. 
Most doctors’ offices have three 


examining ‘rooms per doctor, Colburn 


said, and this expansion is needed to - 


bring the health center up to this 
standard size. 

Dr. Mitch Carey and Physicians 
Assistant Ed Newington now have only 
two examining rooms each. 

When Dr. Bruce Lindsay joins the 
health center staff this July, more space 
will be. needed, Colburn said. ‘*We can 


double up for awhile, but the space we, 


have won't be adequate as we grow.”’ 
Colburn said that if the loan is 
approved by the Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration, he hopes the health center 
addition can be completed by the end of 
the summer. He is fairly confident that 
approval will be given. feqae

City Manager Tim Clifton said last 
week the water/sewer fund is $100,000 
over its budget. ‘‘That figure is intended 
to alarm you intentionally,’’ Clifton told 
city commissioners.

Clifton said the increase won't be as large 
if a study wasn’t done. 

Clifton said the rate increase would

Attorney to run 
for judgeship 


Harold A. Johnson, Jr., 36, a 
Cheboygan attorney, has announced his 
intention to be a candidate for the newly 
created circuit judgeship which includes 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan and Emmet 
Counties.

Clifton recommended the utility study 
in December but withdrew the request 
after receiving negative comments from 
city commissioners. This time when he 
brought the study before the commis- 
sioners for approval, it was okayed with 
Thelma Behling casting a lone ‘‘no’’ vote. 

Behling thought the money should be 
spent to help the city water/sewage fund 
and not to initiate a study. 

“‘The public is not going to feel one bit 
better after a $5,000 study is done when 
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they get the rate increase anyway,” she 
said. 8 

Clifton said the study will pay for itself 
by finding other. ways. to financially 
support the city’s water/sewer operation. 


Alternative forms of financing men- 
tioned were separate billing for com- 
merclal and industrial businesses and 
charging for private fire: sprinkler protec- 
tion, Clifton said. 


‘There's a need for a rate increase, but 
it is important that we have an 
engineering and financial study done to 
give a foundation in terms of financing, 


engineering and a basis for the rate . 


Study will determine water rate increase 


increase,’’ Clifton said. 


There has not been a city water and 
sewer increase since 1977 and for the past 
three years the water/sewer fund has 
been subsidized from the general fund. 


City Attorney Hatvey Varnum told 
commissioners they are in violation of the 
city charter because the utility is suppos- 
ed. to. pay its own way.

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The Press examined the local drug 
scene in a series of articles last week 
and, despite the subject matter, not all 
the news is discouraging. 

Nearly all of the people we talked 
with indicated that drug use among 
young people, while it is certainly still 
a problem, appears to be on the 
decrease, 

With all the money our society 
pumps into social service agencies, it 
is satisfying to find that at least in 
some cases the desired effect is beirig 
accomplished. Too often, it seems like 
we throw money at social problems 
with no measurable long-term results. 

Of course it is hard. to tell whether a 
decrease in drug use is a result of the 
work of schools and socia] agencies, or 

‘whether it is simply a result of 
changing social attitudes. 

Our reporters talked to students, 
teachers, substance abuse counselors, 
parents, principals, police and others. 
A prevailing theme was that com- 
munication has been the key to 
preventing drug abuse. 

If kids openly communicate with 
their parents, their peers and others 
they come in contact with, there is a

much better chance of averting 
problems. As one counselor said, 
‘Scare tactics just haven't worked as a 
deterrent..” 


_ And if parents make an effort to 
communicate better with young 
people they will notice the ‘‘signs’’ 
which may indicate drug use: 


Have their friends changed? Are 
they secretive about their activities? 
Do they have a negative attitude? Do

they seem to have a lower motiva- 
tion? Are there truancy problems? Are 
grades and school involvement 
dropping? Do they seem to have extra 
money, or need extra money more 
often? Is behavior erratic? Are there 
physical symptoms, changes in 
appearance. 


Our stories mentioned some 
examples of parent groups, teen 
groups, schoo} programs and other 
means of increasing knowledge— 
and therefore communication—about

drugs and young people’s problems in 
general. , 

These groups ate excellent and we 
hope they can be expanded. If young 
people feel that others truly care about 
them, and their problems, chances are 
they will try to solve them in a 
constructive manner rather than 
trying to forget their problems by 
drinking or taking other drugs. 

One official, who sees firsthand the 
problems drugs can cause mourned 
the fact that drug use is ‘‘a sad 
commentary On our passive society. 
You don’t have to involve yourself in 
activities. Just sit back and feel high,”’ 
The experts point out we cannot 
discount the fact that alcohol, despite 
its legality, is a powerful drug—and in 
terms of numbers of people affected, it 
is undoubtedly the most harmful drug 
of all. 

Another man, a school official, told 
us he thinks ‘‘Values are better caught 
than taught.'’ In other words, the 
example set by adults is critical. We 
can't drink beer and get bombed night 
after night and expect our young 
people to avoid ‘‘getting high’’ in one 
manner or another.

Smeltania remembered 


The increasing number of fish shanties 
on Lake Charlevoix reminds me of the $90 
I earned from Life Magazine for helping 
their photographer develop a story on 
Smeltania. 

] was just a kid when Life’s Hart 
Preston and I did the story. It was during 
the big depression of the 1930's and that 
$90 check loomed as big as the Star 
Spangled Banner. 

The going price was about a cent per 
fish. With everyone but the mayor out of 
work we needed the Tannery and 
Smeitania to keep food on the table. 


If memory serves there were 10 to 15 


times more shanties on the lake than - 


now—forming an ice city called 
'Smeltania.”’ The men weren't out there 
fishing for fun, they were working. Those 
who didn’t care for fishing earned or lost 
a few dollars playing poker in the 
poolroom. 


Although Smeltania meant work, it did 
have its lighter moments. 

Like the time the late Harry Parker, of 
Parker Motor Freight, drove his pickup 
truck out to the shanties. We were late 
getting the Boyne Citizen out that night 
and were surprised to see Harry come in 
the door soaking wet. ‘‘My car went

Need a place to bring the kids for an 
afternoon of sledding, figure skating, 
downhill skiing or hockey—plus a con- 
cession stand to feed them and keep them 
warm? How about a choice of three area 
parks for full winter recreation? 

The Winter Sports Park in Petoskey, 
Mt. McSauba in Charlevoix and the 
Kiwanis Park in Harbor Springs offer all 
sorts of winter fun for children—and 
grown-ups too. Each of the parks is an

ideat place to'drop the youngsters for an 
afterrioon of playing while you do some 
shopping. And there's plenty to keep 
them busy. . 

MT. McSAUBA bought brand new 
equipment this year for the ski hills and 
warming house. The ski hill, which is 
quite impressive, attracts a Jarge number 
of children between the ages of five and 
1S: 

Mothers and fathers are also on hand 
practicing and teaching their child to ski. 
A child's rope tow goes half-way up the 
hill—ideal for children Jearning to ski. 

Two rope tows feed the larger hill 
which has three separate runs. Mt. 
McSauba, like any other ski resort, has 
been hurt by the lack of snow this season 
and there are a few brown spots at the top 
of the hill. 

From the top of the 168 ft. high hill the 
view of Lake Michigan, Lake Charlévoix, 
and North and South Fox Islands is 
beautiful. 

Trails run down the front face on the 
hill, the back of the hill and a narrow trail

runs down the side of the hill. 

Daily ski rates for adults are $4 during 
the day and $3 at night; for students day 
rates are $2.50 and $2 at night; and for 
chijdren nine and under, the rates are $2 
during the day and $1.75 at night. Season 
rates are available. 

Ski lessons are available for $2 for 45 
minutes. Mt. McSauba's hours are 
Monday, Wednesday and Thursday, 6 to 
10 p.m.; Saturday, 10:30 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m. and Sunday from 1 to 6 p.m. 

Three and a half miles of cross country 
ski trails stretch out over the 55 acres of 
city owned property. The trails are free 
and start at the Elementary School, wind 
around the golf course and end at Mt. 
McSauba. 

Ike Boss, city recreation director, said 
many new things, including an additional 
seven miles of cross country ski trails are 
in the planning stages. 

Next year, Boss said he hopes to have a 
hockey rink added to the city park. Other 
plans include an ice skating rink and a 
sledding hill. The additions are available 
through state grants. Boss said. 

Mt. McSauba is located off U.S. 31. 
Turn west on Mercer Road, go four blocks 
and turn left on Pleasant Road. 

PETOSKEY WINTER SPORTS PARK 
has-a ski hill, a sledding hill, an ice 


. Skating and hockey rink and a Sarge 


warming house—all for use at no charge. 

During a good weekend day, about 300 
people can be seen enjoying the recrea- 
tion activities offered. 

The hockey rink was refurbished this 
season by a local service club and is in 
excellent condition, hockey players said. 
A hockey league, the Litthe Traverse 
Bays, composed of 22 children from 
Petoskey and Harbor Springs practices 
and plays their games at the park rink. To 
join, inquire at the Petoskey Recrea- 
tion Department. 

The ski hill, which is smaller than the 
hill at Mt. McSauba, did not open this 
year due to lack of snow. The hill is fed by 
one tow rope and has one run. 

Park Manager Steve Frye said the 
small size of the hill and the fact that it is 
free, generates a lot of parents to bring 
their children to the park to learn to ski. 

The consumer gets charged for just 
about everything in the world nowadays 
and it's nice to offer something for free,’' 
Frye said. ‘‘The kids don’t stay long on 
the ski hills. They learn to ski here and 
then go on to bigger and better ski hills 
around the area.” 

The children have been using the ski 
hill to sled and bump-jump, since there's 
no skiing at the park this year. The 
sledding hill is a little steeper than the ski 
hill, although the ski hill is longer in 
length. 

The Petoskey Winter Sports Park is

The park. which has been around since 
the early 1900s, is located on Winter Park 
Lane. Take U.S. 131 to Petoskey, past the 
Perry Davis Hotel, turn right on Winter 
Park Lane and it dead ends into the park. 

KIWANIS PARK in Harbor Springs 
has cross-country skiing, downhill skiing 
and a sled run. 

The 20-acre park was formerly the 
Harbor Springs city dump. 

One tope tow feeds the hill, which is 
small and made for beginners, said Ed 
Crowle, one mémber of the Kiwanis Club 
who helped organize the planning for the 
park. 

The sledding hill is ‘‘very challeng- 
ing.’ he said, but sledders have to walk 
up to the top of the hill. ‘‘It’s sort of 
discouraging because the skiers have a 
rope tow to the top of the hill and on the 
other side of the fence the sledders have 
to walk.’ 

Day passes for the ski hill are $3 for a 
tow ticket and $2 for equipment rental. 


,oeason tickets are $15 for both tow ticket 


and equipment rental, but the price was 
reduced to $13 this year because of a 
shorter season due to lack of snow, 
Crowle said. — 

The park is open Monday and Thurs- 
day from 6 to 9 p.m. and Saturday and 
Sunday from 1 to S p.m. 

The Community Education Department 
offers six ski lessons for $8. Use of the 
cross country ski trail is free. 

The park, was opened in 1973 and is a 
Kiwanis Club project. It is located at the 
‘end of Arbor Street at the north end of 
Harbor Springs. 

AVALANCHE MOUNTAIN 
PRESERVE, Boyne City’s old Barn 
Mountain, is leased to the city by the 
Nature Conservancy. 

The 300 acre property has 10 kilo- 
meters of cross country ski trails and 


children sled down the face of the: 


mountain. 

In 1977 Boyne USA owner Everett 
Kircher gave the property to the Nature 
Conservancy, an ecology-oriented private 
organization, which in turn offered the 
land to the city. 

Included in the contract was a provision 
stating that the city could not operate any 
ski lift or tow ropes. 

Avalanche is presently used as. a 
passive recreation area. In the summer it 
is used for hiking and jogging. In the 
winter the cross country ski trails are 
used and kids sled there. 

The Parks and Recreation Commission 
is currently looking into a 10-year 
management plan for Avalanche.
